GERMANY WON’T SIGN 


This Probably Accounts for 
Haste, It Is Pointed Out, 
as Delay, It Is Thought, 
Makes Signing Less Likely; 
Reply to Be Ultimatum.

PARIS, June 7.—Positive instruc- 


tions have been issued by the Coun- 
cll of Four to all commissions work- 
ing on the reply to the German 
counter proposals to complete their 
reports by Monday. 

Virtually all the important com- 
missions are in session today. The

The commissions 
holding sessions include those on 
ports and waterways, responsibilities, 
Belgium and Alsace-Lorraine. 
There are many evidences of im- 


patience among the prominent mem- 
bers of the peace conference. Pre- 
mier Lloyd George, because of a di- 
vision of opinion and differences 
among the British experts working 
on reparations, is acting as his own 
expeft and is attending the meet- 
ings of the reparations commission. 

The Italians are showing great 
uneasiness over the unsettled Adri- 
atic problem, as Premier Orlando 
insists that it must be settled before 
the Italian Parliament meets June 
18. The Council of Four considered 
the Adriatic problem yesterday but 
no decision was reached. 

A general drive along the line for 
@ speedy completion of the reply to 
Germany has been noticeable for the 
past two days. The experts have 
been meeting constantly and there 
is a general disposition to wind up 
differences which a member of the 
American delegation said would be 
reconciled speedily, although he ad- 
mitted that there were three or four 
vital points upon which the Council 
of Four seems far from decision. 

In French official circles there is 
a growing conviction that Germany 
will not sign the peace treaty, and 
this probably accounts for the haste,

makes Germany's signing less likely. 
Many Loose Ends Remain. 

There are still many loose ends to 
the determination which must be 
made before the replies of the allies 
to the German counter-proposals can 
be submitted to Count von Brock- 
dorff-Rantzau, head_of the German 
plenipotentiaries, and even the ques- 
tion of principle regarding changes 
in the treaty has not been definite- 
ly settled. Nevertheless, the mem- 
bers of the commissions of: experts 
profess confidence that they will be 
able to complete their reports to the 
Council of Four by Monday or 
Tuesday, and the members of the 
Council themselves seem sure they 
will be able to present the allied re- 
ply on Thursday or Friday.

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HULBERT SENTENCED 
“TO LIFE IMPRISONMENT 


Discharged Soldier Convicted of 
Shooting Grocery Store Man- 
ager to Death in a Holdup. 


Martin Albert Hulbert, 28 years 
old, a discharged soldier, of 3412 
Morgan street, was given a sentence 


of. life imprisonment yesterday for | 


the murder of Otto Bauer, 46, of 
6101 Page boulevard, a district man- 

er for the Kroger Grocery and 
Baking Co., who was shot to death 
in a holdup of a Kroger store at 
Compton and Easton avenues at 6:55 
Pp. m. Jan. 25. 

After hearing the sentence, and 
ae he was being led back to the jail 
vy a deputy sheriff, Hulbert wiped 
hie brow, and said: ‘This is awful.” 

‘Bauer, who is survived by a wife 
and three children, was shot as he 
was counting the day's receipts. 
While half a dozen women and chil- 
dren were in the store, Hulbert en- 
tered, fired one shot, backed away 4% 
few steps, then approached again 
and fired another shot, the bullet 
penetrating Bauer's left eye. 

Shots With Watchman. 

Tt was said then that $220 of the 
money which Bauer was counting 
was missing, although witnesses told 
the police they did not believe Hul- 
bert approached near enough to take 
it. 

As he ran from the store, with the 
smeking revolver in his hand, he en- 
countered William E, Butler, a pri- 
vate watchman, who ordered him to 
stop, and, after his failure to comply, 
fired two shots at him. Hulbert re- 
turned with two shots, one of which 
cut Butler's coat. | 

Albert Pfeiffer, a saloon keeper at 
Lucas and Channing avenues, al- 
though called as a witness for Hul- 
bert, testified that Hulbert entered 
the saloon around 8 o'clock and said 
“give me a couple of beers—I’m in 
bad,” and added that Hulbert had 
a revolver. 

Women who were in the store tes- 
tified Hulbert looked like the slayer, 
and Butler, who knew him by sight, 
identified him positively. 

Hulbert endeavored to support an 
alibi by the testimony of a number of | 
men who were in Pfeiffer’s saloon 
that evening. They testified that 
Hulbert was there from 6 o'clock to 
7:80. Pfeiffer corroborated this, 
adding the other’ statements that 
Hulbert went out at 7:30, returning 
with the revolver and the remark 
about being “in bad.” ' 

Hulbert was discharged from 
Camp Pike, Ark., last December. He 
Was married.
